There is nt presont s distressing and fatal dis- 
ing among the inhabitants of tho 
ilages around Canton. Lt begins with 
purging and vomiting sud if auy one is seized by 
it ia the morning, he soon succumbs to it, usually 
thesame evening. Probably choleraic diarrhea.
